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BRIFE NOTE OF SALTENT to. atittrf. FOB EACH BLOCK KAMENG DISTRICT 



Community Development which brought a new era of devlopment in 
the rural area of the country. The community development programme was launched in East 
Kameng Dis. during the year 1960-6 1 with opening of Seppa CD Block. The East Kameng 
District is now divided in to 7 (Seven) CD Blocks namely Seppa, Bana, 
Pipu, Chayangtajo, Bameng, Pakke-Kessang and Seijosa. 

I. SEPPA BLOCK : 

Seppa Block was opened during the year 1960-61 with its HQ at Seppa. At 
present it covers 36 villages with a population of 20402 comrising 10468 Male and 9934 
Females as per 200 1 Consus. 

The Block which is situated in the contral part of the East Kameng District & 
it is bouded by Bameng & Pipu Block in the north, Bana Block in west, Pakke-Kessang 
Block in suth & Kurung Kumey & Papumare District in the cast. 

The topography of the Block is mostly mountainous. The important rivers of 
the Block mingling in mighty Kameng river are Bichom, Pakoti, Pachi & Pacha. 

Bangnis are the major tribes of the block. 



H. BANA CD BLOCK : 

Bana Block is created during 2002-03 with its HQ at Bana covering 
Richukrong circle along with 23 Villages bifurceting from cx-isring seppa circle. It covers 
total 40 Villages with a population of 6332 cemp-rising 303 1 males & 3201 females as per 
2001 Census. 

The Block is situeted in the western part of the East Kameng District & it is 
bounded by Seppa Block in north-East Pakke-kessang Block in south & west Kamene 
District in the west. 

The Block is almost valley area and the important river of the Block 
mingling m raignty Kameng river are papu, Bichum. 

The Bangnis are the major tribe of the Block &Akas are mostly concertrated 
m the western part of the block. J

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IV. CHAYANGTAJO CD BLOCK 



The Chayangtajo Block was opened during the year 1964-65 with 
its HQ at Chayangtajo and it is comrisc of 2(two) adminiatrative circles namely chayangtajo 
& Sawa Circle. It covers 59 Villages with a total populations of 6670 comprising 3217 
males & 3453 females as per 2001 consus. 

The Block is bounded by Kurung Kumey District in the North East, Bameng 
Block in the West & Pipu Block in the South, The topography of the block is mountainous 
The altitued varies from 106 metros to 1906 meteres above sea level. The important 
river of the block mingling in mighty Kameng river is para. 

The Bangnis constitute major tribe of the Block & the puroiks are usually 
the inhabitant of the interior places. They mostly depend on their habitual food 
'RANGABNG* (Jangh Atta). 

V. BAMENG CD BLOCK : 

The Bameng Block was opened during the year 1964-65 with its HQ at 
Bameng. It is comprise of 3 (Three) administrative circles namely Bameng, Khenewa & 
Lada circle. It covered 73 Villages with a total population of 9244 comprising 4679 
males & 4565 females as per 2001 consus. 

The Block is bounded by machmohan line (International boundary) in the 
north. West Kameng District in the west Bana Block in the south & Chayamrtaio 
Block in the cadt. J 

The toptgraphy of the Block is mountainous. The altitude of the Block is 
various from 1060 to 1358 metres above sea level. The important rivers of the 
Block mingling in mighty Kameng river are Pakke & Pachuk. 

The Bangnis constitute the major tribe of the Block & the puroiks are 
usually the inhatitant of the interior places of the Block. They mostly copend on their 
hatitual food Rangbang, The Mijis are the main inhabitant of the Lada Circle. They depends 
on Jhum & wet river cultiation. 
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VI. PAKKE-KESSANG CD BLOCK: 



The Pakke-Kessang Block was opened during the year 1 977-78 with is HQ 
at Rakke-Kessang at present it covers 36 Villages with a total propulation of 5597 
comprising 2787 males & 2810 females as per 2001 consus. The Block is bounded by 
Seppa & Ban a Block in the North Seijosa Block in the South- West & Papumpare 
District in the east. 

» i The toptgraphy of the Block is moutaious. The important rivers of the Block 

migling in mighty Kameng are Pakke & Passa. The Bangnis constitue the major 
tribe of the Block. 

VU. SEIJOSA CD BLOCK : 

The Seijosa Block is opened during 2002-03 with HQ at Seijosa and it is 
comprise of 2 (two) Administrative namely Seijosa and Bissing Passo. It covers 27 
villages with a total population of 5219 comprising 2744 males and 2475 females as 
per 2001 census. 

The Block is bounded by Pakke-kessang block in the North west kameng 
District in the west, Sonitpur District of Assam in the South & Papumpare District 
in the East.
